Transports Shipment of Hors- 
es From St. Paul to Vancouver 
In Record Time 


Railway shippers and_ especially 
shippers of live stock will bo inter- 
ested in the record made by the Soo 
Line and the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way in transporting a shipment of 
horses from St. Paul to Vancouver 
last month. The shipment which 
consisted of one hunared and fifty 
thoroughbred horses was made from 
Lexington, Kentucky, by Irving H. 
Wheatcroft, a retired United States 
tailroad man and the owner of sev- 
eral big stock farms. In shipping his 
stock via the Soo Line and. the Can- 


adidn Pacific Railway, the only stipu- | Joke 


lation of importance made by Mr. 
Wheatcroft was that the horses 
should be delivered in good condition 
at Vancouver in not more than six 
days~afier they had left St. Paul. 
In forwarding the shipment, the C. 
PR. not only made delivery at Van- 
couver within the six days but cut 
the time down to under four days, 
three days and twenty one hours io 
be exact. The special train contain- 
ing the horses, left Minneapolis at 
10.15 a.m, on October 13th. On Oc- 
tober 14th at 630 p.m. it reached 
Fortal and it ieft Portal the same 
right at 8.05 o'clock. ‘lhe trip over 
the C.P.R, lines from Portal was 
made in sixty°two hours Vancouver 
being reached at 8.50 am.

Fiction In History. 

Thomas Cariyle in his bistory of the 
French revolution gives a description 
of a naval battle June 1, 1704, off 
Brest between Villaret-Joyeuse, In 
command of the French fleet, and Ad- 
miral Howe, iv which he vividly de 
picted the sinking of the Vengeur.

sinking. She staggers, she ‘urches, 
her last. drunk whirl, Ocean yawns 
abysmal; down rushes the Vengeur, 
carrying ‘Vive la republique! atong 
with her, unconquerabie, into eterpl- 
ty.”
